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JQA Remembered As One Of Nation’s Best Leaders 


Remarks, Wreath Honor 
Sixth U.S. President On 
252nd Birthday Anniversary

The founder of. an in- 
ternational movement that 
emphasizes the importance 
of culture and social empa- 
thy said John Quincy Ad- 
ams should be remembered 
as one of America’s best 
and most inspiring: leaders 
on what would have been 
the sixth president’s 252nd 
birthday. 

A wreath-laying _ cer- 
emony to commemorate the 
birthday anniversary was 
held July 11 at the Unit- 
ed First Parish Church in 
Quincy. The church, fondly 
known as the Church of the 
Presidents, is the final rest- 
ing of Adams and his wife 
Louisa. John and Abigail 
Adams are also entombed in 
the crypt below the church. 

Jordi Albareda was cho- 
sen as the keynote speaker 
for the occasion. He founded 
Fair Saturday — a movement 
that stresses the importance 
of culture and social empa- 
thy — in 2014 in Bilbao, a 
city of 345,000 residents in 
the Spanish province of Bis- 
cay. Fair Saturday, held in 
November after Black Fri- 


day, has since spread to oth- 
er parts of Spain, the United 
Kingdom and, starting this 
year, Quincy. 

Albareda said the sixth 
president understood the 
value of culture, noting Ad- 
ams took time to translate 
classical works of literature 
and saw European educa- 
tion and cultural institutions 
as models for those in the 
United States. 

Adams, Albareda said, 
believed in serving both his 


‘country and humanity. He 


cited the sixth president’s 
support of the abolition of 
slavery, belief in justice and 
his benevolence. 

“John Quincy Adams 
should be considered...as 
one of the best and most in- 
spiring leaders of the United 
States of America. World- 
wide leaders might learn 
from him and understand 
they have a mission...to 
serve their countries while 
serving humanity. That is 
what John Quincy Adams 
did during his whole life,” 
Albareda said.

Cont’d From Page 1 
now in the endgame, Mayor 
Thomas Koch said. 

“It’s finally at its final 
stages and I’m very pleased 
about that because it’s going 
to open up several thousand 


_ graves that should take’ us 


into the next few decades 
for need,” Koch said recent- 
dy in aninterview. | 

The plan to expand the 
cemetery entailed a lengthy 


‘- peview process by the state, 


Koch stated. 

“There are all kinds of 
sign offs on this with ev- 
erybody,” he said. “Unfor- 
tunately, when the cemetery 
land was purchased from 
the state back in the ‘60s, 
if they had just laid out the 
whole road network in the 
cemetery, it wouldn’t be an 
issue. But cemeteries you 
generally build out a section 
at a time as money comes 


~ in. Well, the environmen- 


tal laws got tougher and 
tougher while we weren't 
building out sections, so lo 
and behold a good part of 
that cemetery is no longer 
in play.” 

The city has not allowed 
residents to pre purchase 
burial lots at either of its ac- 


tive cemeteries — Pine Hill - 


and Mount Wollaston — for 
decades, Koch said, because 


of the limited amount - of 


space. 

“When we get the final 
plan together on Pine Hill, 
it will be the first time in 
decades we have pre-need 
sales. Right rlow, the deal is 
you can’t buy a grave until 
you have a death in the fam- 
ily, and you need it immedi- 


ately. It is immediate need 
only,” the mayor said. 

“With the additional 
graves. being provided up at 
Pine Hill, we’re going to be 
able to open that up so peo- 
ple can plan. A lot of people 
go and get their pre-plan- 
ning done — they would be 
able to get their lot as part of 
the pre-planning and it will 
be locked in. That’s good 
for the city too, because that 
gives us more revenue’ up 
front to help us build out the 
cemetery.” ni 

There is no timeline yet 
for when the expanded cem- 
etery area will open, Koch 
said, because the final de- 
sign of the space has yet to 
be determined. Once the de- 
sign is done, the Cemetery 
Board of Managers would 
have to decide whether to 
build out the area at once or 
go section-by-section. The 
board will also determirie if 
the vaults in which caskets 
are place during interments 
are pre-buried, among other 
decisions. 

“I think there were some 
rough designs done...now 
[we] have to fine tune it and 
get an actual engineering 
build-out plan,” Koch said. 

“Then the question is 
OK, do we build out all of 
it?. Do. we.take, out a bond 
and pay back the bond with 
thé sale of lots? Do we do 
a section at a time like we 
always have? Do we do the 
box already in the ground? 
Some cemeteries do that — 
literally, the boxes are put in 
and you take the. lid off and 
drop the casket in. ime, 6 

“Those are the kinds of 


things the board will have to 
make a decision on.” 

The veterans’ section at 
Pine Hill is nearly full, Koch 
said, and the new area of 
the cemetery could include 
a new section for veterans. 
It will also likely feature a 


space for cremated remains, ” 


given the increase in the 
prevalence of cremation. 

There is no other city 
land that could be converted 
to a cemetery in the future, 
Koch said. While some state 
land could be purchased for 
that purpose, the mayor said 
it would not be necessary to 
go that route after Pine Hill 
is expanded. 

“I don’t think there is 
any city land,” Koch said 
when asked about adding a 
new municipal cemetery. “A 
number of years ago when 
[David] Balfour was com- 
missioner of the MDC, now 
the DCR, I had proposed to 
him that we would swap the 
remainder of Pine Hill and 
take the left-hand side of 
Ricciuti Drive all the way 
up and create a new cem- 
etery there. He declined it. 
He indicated he thought 
they were going to be build- 
ing ice-skating rinks and 
all kinds {of things], which 
I knew never was going to

“So, there are still some 
potential state pieces of land 
around...but that build out 
of Pine Hill will go a long 
way for a long time, I think.”

Managers. State law, he ex- 
plained, allows the city to 
take back graves that have 
gone unused for 75 years.

Waves of fanatical North Korean troops drove elements 
of the U.S. First Cavalry Division out of Yongdong narrow- 
ing the American defense perimeter in Southeast Korea. 

Yongdong was evacuated after a fierce daylong fight. 

North Korean Communist troops seized the southwest- 
ern tip of Korea and turned eastward toward Pusan, the U.S. 
supply port on the southeastern tip of the peninsula. 

Jack James, a United Press war correspondent, noted 
that, “the next week will determine whether American forc- 
es will be able to stay in Korean or be forced to withdraw. 
The troops we have there now will not be enough.” (Edi- 
tor’s note: U.S. forces stabilized the defense line along the 
Naktong River and held off North Korean attacks through 
August and early September. There would be a breakout 
of the Pusan Perimeter in mid-September after the Inchon 
landings. All of South Korea would be free of enemy troops 
by early October.)

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Is TV Watching The Unhealthiest Type Of Sitting? 


A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

Next time you're ready 
to hit the couch for a night 
of TV, think twice, it just 
might shorten your life. 

Although excessive sit- 
ting has consistently been 
linked to health risks, a new 
study suggests that all sit- 
ting isn’t identical, and sit- 
ting in front of the TV after 
dinner for sustained hours 
is particularly unhealthy. In 
fact, researchers reported, 
those who sat for lengthy 
periods of time increased 
their risk for heart attack, 
stroke and early death by 
50% compared to those who 
did not. 

Keith Diaz, an assistant 
professor of behavioral 
medicine at Columbia Uni- 


versity Vagelos College of 
Physicians and Surgeons in 
New York City, and a lead 


‘researcher, pointed out that 


it’s the combination of din- 
ner and sitting on the couch 
watching TV for hours af- 
terward that appears to be 
extremely toxic. He also 
stated that sitting in front of 
the TV is distinctive from 
sitting at work. 

At work, most people get 
up and move often, walking 
to a coworker’s desk, visit- 
ing the bathroom, or using 
the copy machine. In con- 
trast when a person sits and 
watches TV, they tend not 
to move for hours at a time. 
That type of sitting is the 
most harmful type of sitting. 
Hours of binge watching in 
front of the television after 
dinner increases blood sugar 


and cholesterol. 

Additionally, because 
muscles are inactive, they 
don’t help clear away the 
sugar and fat from blood 
vessels, making this type of 
sitting so dangerous. 

The study followed ap- 
proximately 3,600 Missis- 
sippians for almost nine 
years. Participants reported 
how much time they typi- 
cally. spent sitting while 
watching TV and doing 
work. They also recounted 
their exercise habits. 

The research found that 
those who watched TV four 
hours or more a day had a 
50% higher risk for heart at- 
tack, stroke and early death, 
compared with those whose 
TV time was less than 
two hours a day. Remark- 
ably, the study also discov- 


ered that those who sat for 
lengthy periods on the job 
had the same risk for heart 
disease and early death as 
those who sat the least in 
front of the television. 
Researchers were quick 
to point out, that the study 
doesn’t prove that sitting 
for long, uninterrupted pe- 
riods causes heart attacks or 
stroke or premature death, 
merely that there’s a link. 
Professor Diaz expressed 
that the last thing you 
should do after a big meal is 
sit down and watch TV for 
hours, he pointed out that a 
healthier alternative was to 
go out for a 10- to 20-min- 
ute walk and then sit down. 
It is important to note 
that even the most dedicated 
couch potatoes could still 
reduce their risk by getting 


a little exercise. Diaz said 
that for those who watched 
a lot of TV, exercising for 
at least 150 minutes a week 
removed the added health 
risk. 

Dr. Gregg Fonarow, an 
American Heart Association 
spokesman and professor of 
cardiology at the University 
of California, Los Angeles 
said these findings support 
the current recommeénda- 
tions to reduce time spent 
sitting and to engage in at 
least 150 minutes per week 
of moderate intensity aero- 
bic activity spread through- 
out the week. 

Moderate intensity aero- 
bic activities include brisk 
walking (at least 2.5 miles 
per hour), dancing, garden- 
ing, tennis and biking. Even 
light intensity physical ac-

tivity can offset some of 
the risks of being sedentary. 
The findings of this research 
study were published online 
June 26 in the Journal of the 
American Heart Associa- 
tion.

the first in Quincy’s history 
after voters approved dou- 
bling the mayoral term in a 
2013 referendum. 

A win for Koch would 
make him the longest- 
serving mayor in the city’s 
history. Two other mayors 
— Amelio Della Chiesa’ and 
James Sheets — each served 
for 12 years. Della Chiesa 
served for four years under a 
Plan E form of government 
and then eight years under 
Plan A; Sheets’ entire tenure 
was under Plan A, the city’s 
‘current form of government. 

The three residents“ to 
return nomination papers 
in the race for the Ward 1 
seat on the City Council 
are: incumbent David Mc- 
Carthy of 48 Whitney Rd. 
and challengers Danielle 
Kempe of 1 Adams St. and 
Joseph Murphy of 18 Macy 
St. McCarthy is seeking his 
second two-year term on the 
council.

Social Security Go Bust?

Dear Rusty: I’m always hearing rumors of Social Secu- 
rity imploding - of people my age getting benefits but not 
the younger as they have time to do something else. I won- 
der if I file in December for 50% of my spouse’s benefit, and 
later, before I turn 70 and change to my own benefits, if SS 
goes bust will I lose what I would have been able to claim 
under myself? I understand that you would only. be guess- 
ing to answer that. From what I’ve read, it seems that 20% 
reduction will be necessary across the board. I do not trust 
politicians who love to play Santa to get pagne ag 5 Signed:

Dear Untrusting Senior: As of right now, Social Se- 
curity (SS) has about $2.9 trillion in reserves in its Trust 
Fund. Beginning probably in 2020, SS income will be less 
than needed to pay all benefits, and money will start to be 
withdrawn from the Trust Fund to meet benefit obligations. 
Current projections are that the Trust Fund reserves are 

sufficient to pay 100% of benefit obligations until 2035, at 
which time SS will only be able to pay out as much money 
as it brings in. According to projections, that would result in 


about a 21% cut.in benefits for all beneficiaries. But those 


dire predictions are only valid if Congress does nothing to

The solations for Social Security" s financial-issues: are 
very well known to Congress. What’s missing is a bipartisan 
agreement on the best way to resolve it. One side of the aisle 

wants to simply raise Social Security taxes (remove payroll 
caps and raise FICA contributions), while the other side pre- 
fers future program adjustments which deal with the reality 
that people are living much longer today than they did when 
SS was first enacted. Most pundits believe that Congress 
will eventually reach a compromise before the Trust Fund 
is depleted in 2035 requiring benefit cuts. After all, what 
politician who wishes to stay in Congress would want to 
be associated with reducing Social Security benefits for the 
very large and voting senior citizenry? 

To get to your specific question: There is no real danger 
of SS going “bust,” as in not being able to pay any benefits 
at all, so you’ll never “lose what I would have been able to 
claim unger myself.” The worst-case scenario is that your 
age 70 benefit (which will be about 32% more than your age 
66 benefit) might be reduced, but it would never be totally 
elimimated, The best-case scenario is that Congress puts the 
current vitriolic atmosphere aside and does their job to fix 
the problem before it’s a crisis. 

The last time Social Security had a crisis of this nature 
was in 1983, and the Democratic-controlled Congress and 
the Reagan Administration worked together to enact a fix 
which lasted for decades (until now). It’s my sincere hope, 
and indeed my expectation; that a similar bipartisan effort 
will eventually take place to resolve Social Security’s finan- 
cial issues for many decades to come. The Association of 
Mature American Citizens (AMAC) has developed a com- 
mon-sense Social Security Guarantee proposal. which has 


_ been presented to multiple Congressional representatives 


for consideration, and which would solve Social Security’s 
financial issues for generations. If you’d like to see that pro- 
posal feel free to go to this link: https://amac.us/social-se- 
curity/. Will Congress act on this any time soon? I’m afraid 
that’s impossible to predict, but if history offers any insight 
it’s that they will probably act only when the crisis can no 
longer be ignored.

The city submitted state- 
ments of interest regarding 
the Squantum Elementary 
School to the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority 
in recent years, the first step 
in securing state funding for 
the replacing or renovating 
school facilities; state of- 
ficials have: yet to advance : 
the project past that prelimi- 
nary stage. The mayor ex-

‘Secretary Of The Interior’ 
Furnishing A Long, 
Narrow Living Room 


It’s time to replace the furniture in my long, narrow 
living room. I’ve never been happy with the layout we 
have. There is only one wall where I can place a sofa 


as there are many windows, doors/doorways and a fire- 


place along the perimeter. Could: you please offer some 
advice? The D Family 

Furnishing a long and narrow family space can be chal- 
lenging. Most importantly, don’t place furniture entirely up 
against one or two opposing walls. This creates a tunnel ef- 
fect which is neither cozy nor welcoming. 

First, pull furniture away from the wall: Instead of re- 
placing your sofa, consider a love seat or two, or even four 
easy chairs in the middle of the room. These chairs can all 
be the same chair, or same style with two different fabrics 
with a round ottoman or round coffee table completing the 
arrangement. If you place the furniture. crosswise in the 
room, your space will appear wider, too. Next, use circular 
or oval items to soften the. long straight lines of your room. 
Examples include a round mirror, oval end tables, even art- 
work and drapery fabrics that have a circle or curve pat- 
tern. Also, create separate zones to hélp diminish the room’s 
length. Set up a reading nook, computer station, or-game 
table in one area. The best way to create independent spaces 
is with an area rug for each zone. 

Other ideas include placing an L-shaped sectional sofa 
in one corner, arranging furniture on an angle, or using the 
vertical space in your room to draw your eye up instead 
of down the long room. The latter can be achieved with 
tall bookcases, a stacked art arrangement, or even vertical 
striped wallpaper. Conversely, introdiice a horizontal ele- 
ment along one natrow wall with large painted stripes or 
shiplap (or shiplap wallpaper!). By doing so, the room will 
look wider and not as long.

Tools are a Lifesaver -- 


In The Right Situation 


New _ research ~ from 
AAA reveals that most ve- 
hicle escape tools, intended 
to quickly aid passengers 
trapped in a car follow- 
ing an accident, will break 
tempered side windows, but 
none were able to penetrate 
lamiriated glass. 

Motorists may not realize 
it, but an increasing number 
of new cars — in fact, 1 in 3 
2018 vehicle models — have 
laminated side windows, 
a nearly unbreakable glass 
meant to lessen the chance 
of occupant ejection. dur- 
ing a collision.

their vehicle by first check- 
ing for a label located in the 
bottom corner of. the. side 
window, which should clear- 
ly indicate whethet the glass 
is tempered or laminated.

In 2017, there were 
an estimated 21,400 people 
who were partially or fully 


ejected during’ a crash, re-

While 
these types of crashes are 
more prevalent, there are 
instances where vehicles 
may catch fire or become 
partially or fully submerged 
in water, forcing drivers and 
their passengers to exit the 
vehicle through a side win- 
dow. In situations like this, 
vehicle escape tools can as- 
sist ahead of emergency re- 
sponders arriving. 

Vehicle escape tools 
come in many varieties, 
but AAA suggests avoid- 
ing tools with extra features 
such as lights or chargers 
since these functions do not 


‘improve the performance 


of the tool itself. Drivers 
should also remember that 
in the event their vehicle is 


submerged, a hammer-style 


escape tool (as opposed to a 


spring-loaded-style) will be 

ineffective underwater. 
“Drivers should pick a 

tool they. feel comfortable 


- with and find easy to use, 


prove the chances of surviv- 
al, especially if drivers and

A friend of mine owns a 2004 Ford F-150. On Friday 
the truck wouldn’t start so he had it towed to his usual 
repair shop. The shop told him that he needs a new tim- 
~ ing chain but was honest enough to say that the job is 
- beyond their capabilities. Do you know of any highly re- 
garded independent repair shops that specialize in Ford 
truck repairs that could perform the job? 

It is good to see that the shop acknowledges their limita- 
tions. I have seen too many times that a technician will get 
in over their-head on a repair. The repair itself is an all-day 
job and the along with the timing chain and gears the chain 

- tensioners should also be replaced. A good technician will 
also look for wear in other components and recommend re- 
placement. To find a AAA Approved Auto Repair facility 
near you go to aaa.com/autorepair. 

I have a 2012 Ford Fusion with 33,000 miles. Just 

about every four weeks the low tire light goes on the 
dashboard. When the light comes on, I put air in tires. 
My mechanic told me it is the rim of the tire causing this 
problem: It is becoming a nuisance. Do you think I need 
new tires? 
. The tires.are mounted on the rims/wheels and the rims/ 
wheels are mounted on the car. At seven years old it is en- 
tirely possible the car needs new tires. But as your mechanic 
pointed out it is the seal between the tire and the wheels 
where there is a problem. Depending on the overall con- 
dition of the wheels, they may be able to be cleaned and 
sealed using a commercial tire bead sealer. I have seen many 
times this offer a permanent solution and the leak will be 
eliminated. 

I have a 2013 Subaru Outback and it remained 
parked outside all winter. I had to jump start it, but once 
started, it ran just fine. However, the car continues to 
start hard, acting as though the battery is low. I took it

__ The typical life of a battery in the Northeast is about five 
years. If the battery in your Subaru is original, it may be time 
for replacement. I also question the technician’s comment 
about driving around to charge the battery. The proper meth- 
od to charge a battery is to.use a battery charger. A vehicle 
alternator is designed to maintain a battery not completely 
recharge a low battery. Subaru vehicles have had battery is- 
sues the past few years, if you are replacing the battery in 
your car, use the highest capacity battery available. 

My car is a 2012 Honda Pilot with 57,000 miles on it. 
I had a brake inspection performed at the Honda dealer 
and they said the front brakes are almost worn out and 
they recommend new front brake rotors with the new 
brake pads. The rear brakes are also nearly worn out, 
but they only recommended the brake pads on the rear. 
At this mileage is this normal wear and does it sound like 
the correct repairs? 

It is not unusual to replace brake pads at any mileage 
over 40,000 miles (sports cars and heavy. duty vehicles 
brake wear can be much faster). If the front brake rotors 

show any signs of wear or vibration when stopping replac- 
ing rather than resurfacing the brake rotors is money well 
spent, The rear brakes are far less likely to cause vibration 
and don’t need to be replaced as often. It sounds like the 
dealer is being careful how they are spending your money. 

I recently got married and purchased a house, now 
I’m going to be a dad. I can’t resign myself to driving a 
typical family car. I’m thinking of a vintage Volkswagen 
van. What do you think of this idea? 

Congratulations on all the changes in your life. I remem- 
ber the Volkswagen vans fondly but recently had the op- 
portunity to drive a very nicely restored 1965 and then my 
memory got a bit clearer. They are underpowered, handle 
poorly, don’t stop well and have no safety features that are 
so common in any car today. There are great choices in 
SUVs and minivans, but perhaps a European wagon would 
work. The VW Golf Alltrack, Audi A4, Volvo V60 and 
Buick TourX can handlé New England winters and are fun 
to drive. 

I recently came across a vintage low-mileage Cadil- 
lac Eldorado with a hole in the oil pan. The car has sat 


for years because the owner couldn’t find parts to fix it.

I would only buy this car if 
you are prepared to rebuild the engine. 

At some point gas prices will climb again and I was 
thinking about a Toyota Prius. The one thing that has 
always kept me from buying a Prius is the lack of all- 
wheel-drive. I want a car and not an SUV and most 
SUVs don’t gain that much more in miles per gallon be- 
ing a hybrid. I understand Toyota has introduced an all- 
wheel-drive Prius. Have you driven it and what do you 
think? 

I have always been a fan of the Prius; it is practical, eco- 
nomical and easy to drive. I recently drove the all-wheel-. 
drive Prius and it felt just like a conventional Prius. I didn’t 
drive it in the snow but tried it in a few. inches of sand and 
it worked great. In addition, according to the onboard com- 
puter I never saw less than 60 miles per gallon. .

‘ Several manufactures are using cap-less fuel system, 
which makes filling easier while still preventing fumes from 
escaping to the air, Somewhere in the Jeep there is a small 
funnel which is designed to allow easy filling with a gas can. 
Yes, if you had AAA, we would have delivered gas to your 
out of fuel vehicle. 

I get a chatter/clicking feeling in the steering wheel of 
my old Audi I share with my brother — we-are both in col- 
lege. This noise only happens when I’m driving around 
a tight curve or turning into a parking spot. This is the 
only time this happens, never while driving straight or 


The noise could be related to a worn wheel bearing, worn 
tire but most likely a worn constant velocity joint. Have a 
repair shop take a look at all of the steering and suspension 
components, paying particular attention to the wheel bear- 
ings and the C/V joints. If they do find a worn C/V joint it is 
generally more economical to replace the entire axle. 

The lease on my Hyundai is coming to an end. I no- 
ticed a small round chip on the front window, the size of 
the tip of an eraser on a pencil. Some friends have ad- 
vised that I replace the windshield, or I will be charged 
for this chip by the leasing company. Others have said 


if it is that small not to bother. I called Hyundai and — 
they were of no help in giving me advice. Do you think - 


I should replace the windshield to avoid a financial pen- 
alty for this chip? 

In most cases the lease agreement will spell out what is 
considered normal wear and tear. I was looking at a lease 
agreement on an Audi recently and it required that the tires 
had a minimum tread depth, paint damage couldn’t be big- 


ger than a typical business card and the windshield had to — 


be free of chips in the wiper area. I this were my car I would 
consider having the windshield repaired, not replaced. The 
* cost is minimal, in fact some insurance companies will pay 
for glass repair. I have had many windshields repairs over 
the years and the results have been very good. 

In a recent column, you said to put the wheels back in 
the same place when performing a brake repair to keep 
the tire pressure system accurate. We have two new Toy- 
otas with TPMS (tire pressure monitoring systems) and 
I have rotated the tires three or four times and had no 
problem. Is it a different case with different car makers? 

There are two basic types of tire pressure monitoring sys- 
tems, direct and indirect. The direct system uses transmit- 
ters in each wheel. The cars’ TPMS computer knows the 
location of each tire and the pressure of éach tire. On this 
type of vehicle when the tires are rotated the TPMS system 
needs to be told, what tire is in what position. On the indi- 
rect system, the anti-lock brake system is used to measure 
tire pressure, by measuring tire size. A tire with low pressure 
will roll at a different rate than a fully inflated tire. On this 
system you are alerted that your vehicle has'a low tire, but 
it is up to the operator to determine which tire is low. The 
direct system is more accurate, but it has a specific life and 
over time the sensors need replacement. The indirect system 
will work properly as long as the anti-lock brake system is 
operational. 

I have a 2011 Lexus RX 350 with 184,000 miles on it. 
For the past couple of years, the “high transmission fluid 
temp” warning has been coming on and off sporadically 
during extended highway travel. It used to come on and

go off on its own a few minutes later, but now, it usually 
doesn’t go off until I shut the car off and start it back 
up. I took it in to the Lexus dealer three different times 
during the first year this happened and every time they 
advised me that they couldn’t find anything wrong with 
the car and that it was safe to drive, On a couple recent 
occasions, the light flashed on and off repeatedly and the 
engine slowed down slightly with the engine speed going 
higher. The first time this happened, another automatic 
transmission warning (I can’t recall exactly what it said) 
came on as well. I immediately went to a service sta- 
tion and they ran a computer check and couldn’t find 
anything wrong other than I think they said the warning 
lights were malfunctioning. They said there were no oth- 
er signs (odor, racing, étc.) of transmission issues. The 
car ran fine when I started it again. I subsequently. took 
it to my regular service station, and they found no prob- 
lems, but they replaced the transthission fluid, Recently, 
the “high transmission fluid temp” light flashed again 
with the’engine slowing down and the engine RPMs in-

¢ Keep an escape tool 
in the car that the driver is 
comfortable using, has pre- 
viously tested and is easy to 
access following a collision. 
To make sure a vehicle es- 
cape tool is working prop- 
erly, test it ahead of time 
on a softer surface such as a 
piece of soft wood. The tool 
works if the tip impacts the 
sutface, leaving a small in- 
dent in the material. 

¢ Plan an exit strategy in 
advance and communicate it 
to everyone in the car. This 
will help avoid confusion in 
an emergency, which could 
increase the time it takes to 
exit the vehicle. Also, have 
a backup plan in case an es- 
cape tool cannot be used or 
doesn’t work. 

If trapped in a vehicle, 
remember there is a S-U-R- 
E way out: 

¢ Stay calm. While time 
is of the essence — work cau- 


tiously to ensure everyone 
safely exits. the vehicle. 

¢. Unbuckle seat belts 
and check to see that every- 
one is ready to leave the car 
when it’s time. 

¢ Roll down or break a 
window — remember if the 
car is sinking in water, once 
the window .is open the wa- 
ter will rush into the car at 
a faster rate. If the window 
will not open and the. caf 
has tempered glass, use an 
escape tool to break a side 
window to escape. Drivers 
should also remember that: 

o If a window will not 
open or cannot be broken . 
because it is laminated, ev- 
eryone should move to the - 
back of the vehicle or wher- 
ever an air pocket is located. | 
Stay. with it until all of the © 
air has left the vehicle. Once 


0 If the: vehicle is aub-" 
metged, a hammer-style ' 
escape tool (as opposed: to - 
a spring-loaded-style) could ' 
be much harder to swing un- 
derwater. :

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creasing again. I pulled over and the next time I started 
up the car, the warning lights were out and it ran fine. I 
am getting very nervous that my transmission is failing. 
Have you heard of this issue happening with other RX 
350’s? Do you have any idea what could be causing it 
and what I should do? 

Higher than normal transmission fluid temperatures can 
be detrimental to the life of a transmission, which is why 
some manufacturers use temperature sensors and warning 
lights. Since-the light goes out after a restart, I suspect the is- 
sue is electrical rather than mechanical. The problem could 
be with the transmission module, sensors or wiring. At this 
point a technician will need to check each circuit as well as 
any computer codes to find the problem. 

I was hoping you could shed some light on this. My 
husband brought his car to our dealer (Honda) for an oil 
change. The technicians suggested other work, mostly 
oil/Mubrication. The car was there 2.25 hours with a $400 
labor charge at the end, the total bill was $800. We were 
in shock! We disputed the labor charge; we were told 
an extra mechanic was used and this is the normal. We 
aren’t young kids, and this has never happened to us. 
What do you think? 

There are three methods to calculate labor for repairs. 
Menu pricing, straight labor and flat-rate labor. Most shops 
use a combination of menu-board pricing and flat rate times. 
In the flat rate system, the vehicle manufacturer performs 
time studies for repairs. In this case the customer is charged 
the flat rate time, regardless if the repairs are performed 
quicker or take longer than the scheduled time. Some shops 
will use the “pit-crew” approach to work more efficiently 
saving the customer time. Consumers should always ask for 


an estimate before repairs are performed and if there is any — 


doubt, ask for a thorough explanation of all the fees for both 
parts and labor. 

I have a 2016 Mazda CX-5 which I bought used in 
2017 at a used car superstore and it is approaching its 
30,000-mile maintenance. I have had all my cars ser- 
viced at a local AAA facility for decades. Recently I re- 
placed the Mazda’s tires at a great tire store, where I 
have also purchased tires for the last 30 years. I also had 
the Mazda’s infotainment system updated under war- 
ranty at.a local dealership. Both the tire store and the 
dealer have contacted me about the pending service. My 
question is where should I get the service performed? All 
seem trustworthy and reputable. 

The 30,000 mile service is a series of simple checks com- 
bined with, an oil change, cabin air filter replacement and 
tire rotation. Since you have a good relationship with the 
AAA facility I would return their for service. They know the 


vehicle and more importantly they know you and what you 
expect from your car. 

Recently in Consumer Reports there was a notice 
about a Ford recall, of 1.26 million 2011-2013 F-150 
6-speed transmission trucks for a software issue that 
may cause unexpected downshift to first gear while ve- 
hicle is in motion; the fix CR reported would be a soft- 
ware update. Later I saw a reported recall of the 2013 
models for this problem. Because I have heard irreg- 
ular “clunks” at times over the last year or so during 
automatic shifting I thought maybe this issue explains 
it, and since the report I’ve seen my transmission down- 
shift twice with the clunk, but it has downshifted to third 
gear, not first gear. But I contacted my dealership and 
the service manager told me that my vehicle is not listed 
in the recall, so it is not eligible for the free fix. I was 
annoyed by the manager’s answer because he did not 
follow up with a suggestion of what else could be done 
for my problem. Since I spoke to the manager, I’ve won- 
dered if they have a software analysis tool that would de- 
tect the problem if it indeed exists in my truck. I haven’t 
gotten through to Ford’s Customer Service. What do 
you advise? Do you think I am right to feel unsatisfied? 

The recall for the Ford trucks was very specific for a dra- 
matic downshift to first gear and the repair is a software up- 
date. That being said, there has been several updates to the 
transmission software of Ford vehicles and some of those 
updates may correct the issue with your truck. I would have 
the dealer check to see if there are any software updates that 
may apply. Keep in mind that unless you have an extended 
service contract/warranty on your truck, you will be respon- 
sible for the repairs. 

I am considering changing the transmission fluid on 
my 201) Toyota Camry. There is no transmission dip- 
stick and the car has 48,000 miles on it. My question is, 
when should it be done, and where? Is the dealer better 
for this than an independent auto repair service center? 
I also heard flushing out the transmission is better than 
a drain and refill since you never completely drain all of 
the fluid from the transmission. Any answers would be 

Both an independent shop or dealer could change the flu- 
id in your Toyota, only Toyota fluid should be used. Person- 
ally, I prefer a fluid exchange over a partial drain and refill. 
That being said, unless the transmission is leaking fluid or 
the car is used as a taxi, I wouldn’t change the fluid. Under 
“the normal maintenance table” Toyota doesn’t list a mile- 
age to replace the fluid and only enor checks of fluid 
level...

Tazza Celadon --- There 
are many unfamiliar names 
for antiques and even vin- 
tage collectibles. What is a 
collectible “dumbwaiter,” a 
“finger vase” or a “swift”? 
And what is a “tazza” and 
how was it used? The tazza 
originally was a large basin 
for bathing. But the mean- 
ing changed and by the 
17th century -- perhaps ear- 
lier -- it became the name 
of a piece often used at a 
dinner party. It is a shallow 
bowl or platter that is on a 
stem or footed base. It was 
used to display or to serve 
small foods or even for 
drinking. In other words, it 
is a dish on a pedestal. The 
dish was decorated, and the 


pedestal was an elaborate © 


and shapely piece of metal. 
Cakebread Auctions sold a 
tazza that was a celadon, 
a Chinese export porce- 
lain dish, on a gilt-metal 
mount with scroll-shaped 
legs. The tazza sold for 
$1,615. If you’re wonder- 
ing, the dumbwaiter is a 
wooden stand with round 
trays of graduated sizes 
held by a center pole. It 
has been in uSe since the 
1720s. The finger vase is a 
Dutch Delft vase with five 
tube-like holders for flow- 
ers arranged like the fingers 
on a hand. And a swift is 
an adjustable reel for wind- 
ing yarn made of wood or

away with the purchase of a 
new refrigerator.

nition.containing 45 rounds, 1 Glock 9mm magazine 
containing 6 rounds of ammunition, 1 Glock 9mm mag- 
azine containing 17 rounds of ammunition, | plastic bag 
with marijuana, 1 Visa debit card belonging to one of the 
male ‘occupants of the vehicle with, “SHOOTA” printed 
on the front. Officer Donnelly then confirmed that the fob 
worked for the suspect vehicle. 

While checking the accident scene, Officer Hockney 
gave Officer Donnelly a backpack which contained a 
Worcester County Sheriff’s Department inmate ID card for 
one of the occupants of the vehicle, 2 large jars of marijua- 
na, 2 small jars of marijuana, 1 sandwich bag filled with 
marijuana, 3 smaller segments of sandwich bags tied off 
filled with marijuana, 1 CBC 9mm Luger ammunition car- 
tridge, 1 Hornady 9mm Luger hollow point ammunition 
cartridge and 4 hand written sheets of “Nine Trey bloods” 
gang related codes and oaths. 

Another one of the males was transported to the Quincy 
Police station for processing by Officer Millane.

Due to gang affiliation and ammunition found in the 
vehicle, a thorough search was conducted of the area for 
handguns, etc. but no gun was found. 

On Tuesday July 16, at approximately 12:09 p.m., Of-. 
ficer DiMattio responded to Angus Street for a report of a 
found firearm. The caller said she found a handgun in her 
front yard which was near where the arrests were made. 
The female led the officer to the right side of the house 
where she had a small garden and pointed out a small fan- 
ny pack on the grass. She said she removed it from the 
bushes, opened the bag and found a handgun inside. She 
then called the Police. She told the officer when she first 
noticed the handgun inside the fanny pack she thought it 
may have had something to do with all the police activity 
in the neighborhood last night. 

Detective Chen arrived to process the scene. He opened 
the case and located a black 9mm Ruger pistol inside. Of- 
ficer DiMattio then started checking yards nearby for addi- 
tional weapons and as he entered a rear yard he noticed a 
shed with a trash barrel upside down. Next to this barrel he 
found a black 9mm Glock handgun on the ground. 

Detective Chen arrived on scene and processed this 
weapon. The two handguns may be involved in shootings 
in Worcester County so the investigation continues,
